Preparations M ade to M eet Saunders* Men 
— Industrials B uild Tracks. 


Sa l in a , Ivan., May IO.—Orders were 
received here last night by the em­ 
ployes of the Missouri Pacific from the 
officials at Atchison to prepare 500 
warrants, and saying that a posse of 
500 deputies from Leavenworth was 
en route to this city to place the San­ 
ders commonweal army under arrest 
Information came that the army had 
reached Covington, near the western 
state line.

Staunto n, IIL, May IO.—After a day 
that opened with a call on the gov­ 
ernor for troops to prevent bloodshed 
a conference was held last evening be­ 
tween the officials of the Consolidated 
company, Messrs. Ridgley, Simpson, 
Hebenstreit, and Stocket, and Messrs 
McBride and Crawford for the miners 
and an agreement was reached. 
The 
visiting miners who have been en­ 
camped here for two or three days are 
to be sent home. 
After their depar 
ture a secret ballot among Staunton 
miners is to be taken entirely free 
from interference on either side. 
If 
they vote to work they are to be a1 
lowed to do so without interference: if 
they vote to suspend they are to be

McBride, gen­ 
eral secretary and treasurer of the 
United Mine \JTorkers’ association was 
met by 500 strikers under the leader­ 
ship of President Crawford of the 
Mine Workers’ association.

the strikers to use no violence and 
said that if the men at Mines Nos. 6 
and 7 desire to work, not to stand in 
their way. 
He censured the miners 
here for not going out when com­ 
manded to do so and said they would 
win the strike without them.

MANY SYNODS RULE 
LUTHERAN PASTORS 


LO CA L CONGREGATIONS ANX­ 
IOUS FOR FED ERA TIO N . 


FLOODED T H E HOUSE W ITH WATER. 


A t Present the Missouri Synod Controls 
P art of the Wisconsin Churches, 
the W isconsin Synod has Charge 
of Others and the Buffalo Synod Also 
Steps in. 


Local Lutherans are deeply inter­ 
ested in a federation of synods. 
Wis­ 
consin Lutheran churches are new. di­ 
vided between three synods, the Wis­ 
consin, the Missouri and the Buffalo. 
Said 
a prom inent 
member of the 
church; 
“ A union of all the Lutherans in 
th e state in one general synod would 
be very desirable, but it will be very 
difficult 
to 
effect in my opinion 
Sacrifices and concessions will have to 
be made on both sides and therein will 
lie the rub. 
The Missouri synod is 
very strong, and it may not consent to 
abandon its interests in the state, 
although it m ight be of positive bene­ 
fit to the laymen. 
"A year ago a great deal was accom 
plished when the synods of Michigan, 
Wisconsin and M innesota joined their 
forces in one body, called the general 
synod of 
Wisconsin, Michigan 
and 
other states. 
This combination has 
strengthened the 
Lutheran church 
wonderfully. 
The Buffalo synod cuts 
no figure; it has only eighteen churches 
In the country, if I am not mistaken. 
Before they can come in they will have 
to change their creed and system of 
church government. But between the 
other synods there is no difference.'* 
How did these various synods come 
into existence and flourish in the same 
state?” 
"T hey oave started a t a certain 
point and have gradually spread in all 
directions. 
The Missouri started in 
St. Louis, and it has gradually spread 
all over the United States. 
The Wis­ 
consin synod has absorbed the bodies 
of Michigan and Minnesota, and has 
extended into Illinois, Iowa and Ne* 
lusaka. 
" A b it is now, the synods frequently 
come in conflict in the state. 
Both 
w ill seek to start a new congregation 
in a new locality, and although one 
generally w ithdraw s in a christian 
spirit, a feeling of bitterness 
and 
jealousy results. 
This would be 
avoided! if 
consolidation 
could be 
effected. 
I certainly hope, and w ith 
me every Lutheran pastor in the city, 
th a t the two synods will decide favor­ 
ably on the plan, which has the unan­ 
imous support of the M ilwaukee pas­ 
tors. 
"T h e main difficulty would be in 
transferring the institutions such as 
Concordia college in Milwaukee from 
the Missouri synod to the new state 
body. 
But a way could be found out 
of the difficulty no doubt.** 
The general Wisconsin s^nod will 
m eet a t Manitowoc this summer and 
th e Wisconsin district of the Missouri 
synod will came together in M ilwau­ 
kee. 
The latter cannot finally decide 
In the m atter, but m ust lay it before 
th e synod of delegates representing all 
th e districts.

Eighty-three national cemeteries, wherein 
330,700 soldiers are .sleeping their last long 
sleep, have been established within the 
boundaries of the U iii ted States. The lay­ 
ing out of these great gardens of graves 
and maintaining them in such a way as to 
deserve this latter appellation have cost the 
nation a sum of money large enough to dis­ 
prove, at least in a measure, the old time 
saying that “republics are ungrateful.” 
But the money that has bien ex pended to 
properly mark and adorn the resting places 
of the brave men who died that the nation 
might live is not and has not been expend­ 
ed grudgingly. It hies been paid out freely 
as the last and only possible tribute to the 
memory of men as brave as ever lived, and 
who fought for home and liberty. In thus 
commemorating the deeds of lier common 
soldiers the United States is quite unrivaled 
by any other cation, ancient or modern. 
T his noble work could not have l»een ac- I 
compelled but for wise aud patriotic fore- * 
sight exercised almost at the beginning of

the war. In September, 1861, the secretary 
of war issued an order to the effect that 
accurate and permanent records be kept as 
to all deceased Union soldiers, and this or­ 
der was at once followed by the issuing of 
blank forms through the quartermaster’s 
department to hospital surgeons and all 
others who could use them. On the battle­ 
fields wheu the Federal troops were victo­ 
rious great care was taken to bury the dead 
in such a way that each grave could lie 
marked, and headboards provided by the 
general quartermaster were set up. Only 
on fields where the Confederates won were 
the dead buried without marking tile 
graves. Soldiers who survived t’^south- 
ern prisons in many instances marked the 
graves of their comrades who died, and 
records were kept everywhere it was possi­ 
ble to do so, so that the mortuary records 
of the great civil contest exceed anything 
else of the same nature in the world. 
It was in the second year of the war that 
congress authorized the president to pur­ 
chase grounds and have them prepared for 
soldiers’ cemeteries. The next year such 
graveyards were dedicated at Chattanooga, 
Stone River and Gettysburg. It was at the 
dedication of the last named of these three 
that President Lincoln delivered that ad­ 
dress which, spoken modestly as it was, did 
not then attract the attention of its hear­ 
ers as anything greatly out of the ordinary, 
but which, when it was telegraphed over 
the land and read in the newspapers, speed­ 
ily took high rank among notable spoken 
passages and has since been accorded a 
place among classic orations. The national 
cemetery at Arlington was laid out in 1864, 
that at Antietam in 1865. 
In pursuance of the general plan of 1865, 
17 cemeteries were established in Virginia, 
7 in Tennessee, 6 in Kentucky, 4 in North 
Carolina, 4 in Louisiana, 3 in Mississippi, 3 
in Maryland, 2 in South Carolina, 2 in 
Georgia and 2 in the District of Columbia. 
In the north and west 4 were established in 
Illinois, 3 in Missouri, 2 in Indiana, I in 
Iowa, 2 in Pennsylvania, 2 in New York 
and 2 in New Jersey. In many places be 
sides these the government has purchased 
small plots of ground where a few soldiers 
lie, and several cemeteries contain govern­ 
ment plots wherein the bodies of Confed­ 
erates who died in Federal prisons are 
buried. Less than one-fifth of the entire 
number whose graves are now marked and 
tenderly cared for lie where they were first 
interred. 
Five of the national cemeteries contain 
the bodies of United States soldiers who 
fell in other wars than the struggle for the 
Union. One of the most notable is near the 
City of Mexico. Another is in Montana. In 
the latter lie the bodies of 918 regulars, in­ 
cluding the 300 brave men who were massa­ 
cred with Custer by the redskins. 
It is a thing that every American may be 
proud of that all these cemeteries are kept 
in superb condition. The cemetery at Ar­ 
lington heights, near Washington, is the 
most beautiful and contains the largest 
number of graves of identified dead. The 
total number of interments there is 16,535, of 
which but 4,349 are of unidentified soldiers. 
The first soldier buried there was a Con­ 
federate, on May 13,1864. 
The grave of Sheridan is a striking fea­ 
ture of the Arlington cemetery, where have 
also been gathered the bodies of most of 
those who fell at Bull Run, Chantilly and 
other battlefields iu the vicinity. A massive 
monument of sarcophagus form, marking 
the bodies of 2,111 unknown soldiers, at­ 
tracts much attention, as does also the Tem-
